In certain species of vegetable growths there are 
found stones supposed to be formed and deposited in 
their tissues from the siliceous and calcareous juices cir- 
culating in their organisms.

Another curiosity of the sort is the ‘“ cocoanut stone” 
found in the endosperm of the coccannt in Java and 
other East India islands.

HOW MILK IS CONDENSED. 


WHEN condensed milk was first introduced thirty 
years ago, the idea was scoffed at, 

The inventor carried the entire daily supply for New 
York in & ten-quart pail, deliv it personally to his 

trons. “ vad worth ogra —_— out of — 

asiness, whi grown to be a gigantic industry. The 

processes employed are very simple, the fresh milk being 
pat into a awe copper tank with a steam jacket. 

While it is being heated, sugar is added and the mix- 
ture is then drawn off into a vacuum tank, bar tp (pai 
tion is produced by heat. The vacuum tank will held per- 
haps 9,000 quarts. It has a glass window at the top, through 
which the Pi neice in charge looks from time to time. 

He can by the appearance of the milk when the 
time has arrived to shut off the steam, and this must bo 
done a at the right moment, else the batch will be

Next the condensed milk is drawn into forty-quart 
cans, which are set in arr cold spring water, where they 
are made to revolve rapidly by a mechanical contrivance 
in order that their contents may cool evenly. 


THE HONEST FINNS. 


Ir is certainly quite safe to affirm that in no other 
European state, not even in Sweden and Norway, is life 
and property eo secure as in Finland, 

The confident, matter-of-fact way in which trunks, 

and portmanteaus are left for hours in the public 
streets of cities without anyone to look after them ceuld 
not fail to edify an Englishman, whose portable property 
often seems to disa magic. 

On arriving at or Abo-by-Sea, I have 
myself occasionally left my trunk on the quay for a 
couple of hours till the departure of the next train 
meanwhile taking a drive in the country around ; an 
although on one occasion my portmanteau was not even 
locked I never lost anything. 

In the country districts the houses are for the most 
part unbolted, unbarred, and unlocked. 

More than once in my excursions I have come up to a 
house, the occupants of which were miles away at the 
time ; and yet not a door of it was bolted or barred.

Captain Hanham, after preserving the bodies for some 
years in a mausoleum on his estate in Dorsetshire, detor- 
mined to take the law. into his own hands, and, having 
erected a crematorium there, proceeded to carry out the 
wishes of his relatives with complete success, He him- 
self, dying about a year later, was cremated on the same 
spot at his desire by a relative. 

These occurrences excited a great deal of comment and 
controversy, but the Government made no move, and the 
Cremation Bociety began to flatcer iteelf that the legality 
of cremation had been established.

During the chelera epidemics of +849 and 1854 the hasty 
burial proceedings contributed more than anything else 
to keeping the epidemic going. Directly after death the 
bodies poasess their greatest activity of virulence as 
poisons, and the sooner the germs get a chance of con- 
taminating the streams and the air the more dangerous 
they are.”

A few. lectures are delivered from dae 
time by the secretary and others, and certain publications 
are issued, but no desire is evinced to cram cremation 
down people's throats, or to ask the legislature to make 
their hobby compulsory, as is the habit of so many other 
enthusiasts.
